All members when in Washington 
will have use of the Foundation 
grounds of nine and a half acres of 
wooded land in an exclusive residen­ 
tial section easily accessible from the 
city’s center. 
In the historic home 
on this estate there have already 
been opened a restaurant and recep­ 
tion rooms for use of members and 
their guests, where it is intended that 
women of all interests will meet o s * 
neutral ground. 
In the fall lecture courses will be 
begun 
That on Civics will be con­ 
ducted personally by Mrs. Maud * 
Wood Park. 
There will also be a ' 
clearing house of information on 
feminine activities and a bulletin for 
the benefit of members 
Later it i* 
planned to erect a hotel for out-of- 
town members, a theatre and a cot*- ' 
vention hall for use of clubs. 
A
